Indeed, the chaage of atmosphere 
was so great as to be startling, not 
only to the saintly Ursula, but also to 
the more frivolous Emmeline.

Address by Prof. Bedford on the Sub- 
ject of Clean Land for Producing

There are several reasons why 
land intended: for seed production 
should be as*free as possible from 
weeds, 


Weeds absorb soil moisture, an 
abundance of which is one of -the 
essentials in the production of large 
yields of grain. ‘This is particularly 
|trte when speaking of the western 
provinces, for our rainfail is some- 
what limited, and we ieed it all. 
Without sufficient soil moisture the 
| Plant will lack vigor, the straw will 
| be short, the ear under-sized and not 
well. filled, insufficient moisture will 
j}also reduce the size of the kernel 
and lessen its weight: per bushel. 


The amount of water absorbed 
j}and given off by the leaves is some- 
what remarkable. One authorily 
says that one weed plant an inch in 
;} diameter at the base, and having a 
leaf surface of about 59 square feet, 
has been known to transfer through 
its leaves one pound four ounces of 
water in 24 hours.

Weeds injure the grain 
ing; all living plants must have a 
certain amount of space for the cir- 
| culation of air and moisture, and to 
,open to the life-giving warmth 
land light of the sun. When crowded, 
}even among themselves, they cannot 
; thrive, and if this needed space is to 
any extent _ occupiéd by weeds the 
returns from the crop must be cor- 
respondingly less. Weeds are no- 
toriously more resistent to drought, 
more rapid c.: growth, more sturdy 
of habit and more tenacious of life 
than the cultivated plants thet they 
shade, drown or starve out. 

Adam Dickson, as long ago as 1735, 
said in his treatise on agriculture:

Two incidents in my own exepri- 
ence will illustrate this point. In the 
autumn of 1906, I visited a farm in 
this province, where I ynderstood the 
owner made a specialty of growing 
seed grain. I found one small patch 
of about one-half acre which~ 
been hand-picked and was 
free of noxious weeds, but 
other field on the farm was practi- 
cally smothered with noxious weeds, 
It is needless to state that I did not 
purchase any seed from that farm. 

Again, in 1908, Wishing to purchase 
a large quantity of seed Srain for 
the federal government, inspected 
the growing crop on a 2.000 acre 
farm in the west. This farm, I un- 
derstood, made a Specialty of gTow- 
ing seed oats for the United States 
market, On inspecting the 
crop | found the virgin soil of every 
field had been- broken deeply 
first year, then disked and sown the 
same season with flax, and the crop 
showed the evil of this practice, 

There was not an acre 
farm -ut what was 
with from’ two to five kinds of wild 
mustard. There wags certainly a 
large amount of many-cclored blos- 
soms in every field, but the farm did 
not appeal to meas a promising 
source from which to procure clean 
seed grain, and I 4eft without mak- 
ing a purchase.

fir, Rider Haggard has: left Eng- 
land on a trip around the world, with 
a mission from the Roval Colonia] In- 


atitute to investigate the chances of 
empire-building after the war. His 
pian, backea by the institute and its 
important officials, including Lord 
Curzon, is w prevent the emigration 
to foreign cvuntries of soldiers and 
their families after the war, and tv 
direct steady streams of these war 
veterans to the 3ritish colonies— 


South Africa, Australia, New-Zealand, 
Canada, and the many insula®colonies 
—thus recruiting the population witha 
sturdy and intelligent class, and hold- 
ing them ‘within the British empire. 

It is the latest phase of the imperial 
movement, which seeks to bind to- 
gether the Mother Country and the 
oversea dominions into a vast confea- 
eracy. 

While he is one of the interesting 
literary figures of England, he is be- 


sides a justice of the peace of his 
home town in Norfolk and a student 
on land settlement, unemplayment, 


and agriculture,-and this quaijfication 
led to his choice as commissioner, 

He will go first to South Africa, then 
eastward to the Straits Settlements, 
Australia, New Zealand, and will be in 
the United States and Canada next 
summer or fall, going from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic.

Aviation no Longer Considered Exper- 
imental, but an Actual, Factor in 
Modern Public Service 


Aeroplane « mail-carrying is 
recognized by the ‘United States 
Postmaster-General, and makers of 
aeroplanes and hydroplanes are in- 
vited to tender on Carrying the mails 
on some important coast routes, The 
announced objects of the innovation 
are the improvement of the service 
and the development of the science 
of aviation. One route sélected in 
Southern Massachusetts, from New 
Bedford across Buzzard’s _Bay and 
Nantucket Sound to Nantucket, stop- 
|ping twice on intervening. islands, is 
|about 56 miles. Two hours are al- 
|lowed for the trip. Thirteen’ return 
| trips per week are required for the 
|four summer months, and six week 
|ly trips during the remainder of the 
|}year. The - weight limit is 3,000 
pounds, and the hours of starting and 
atriving are specified. In Alaska 
there are routes from Valdez to Fair- 
|banks, 358 miles, and from Fair- 
|banks to Tanana, 162 miles, three 
; times a week. A _ service twice a 
| week is required from Tanana_ to 
Kaltag, 381 miles; from Kaltag to 
Nome, 225 miles, and from Seward 
to Iditarod, 380 miles. These and 
other routes, set forth with definite- 
nesse as to hours and Weights, are 
subject to tender, the contracts to 
be awarded when the bids are open- 
ed in May and October next.

| ‘The plan of aiding Belgium to feed 


, herselt by ,rehabilitating the indus- 
, tries of the country under control of 
the American commission for relief in 
| Belgium, -has, failed, according to a 
letier written by Sir Bdward Grey, the 
British foreign secretary, to. M. Hy- 
mans, the Belgian minister at London, 
because the Germans thus far have 
j failed to reply to the request for 
; guarantees that raw materials and 
manufactured goods will not pe seiz- 
ed by the oceupying armies. 

The American relief commission 
s0me time ago proposed that certain , 
Kinds of non-contraband raw materials 
should be permitted to pass through 
the British blockade into Belgium, 
| goods manufactured from them to be 
| re-exported. It was proposed that the 
| balance of trade thug created in favor 
| Of Belgium should be inyested in food, 
'thus putting the population so far as 
| Possible upon a self-supporting basis, 
;and at the same time checking the 
;growing demoralization due to long 
;unemployment. Sir Edward Grey's 
|letter to the Belgian minister follows: 

“Dear Minister,—During the last 
‘few months ‘you have represented to 
|Me frequently the condition of indus- 
| tries in that part of Belgium occupied 
; by the enemy and the need for im- 
| port of raw material, if those indus- 
tries were to be saved from ruin and 
luniversa] unemployment and distress 
prevented. 

“T now 


enclose a memorandum 
| which shows the true state of the 
case. I should add that the question 
‘here dealt with is entirely distinct 
from the importation of foodstuffs in- 
to Belgium by the relief committee, as 
to which the attitude of his majesty’s 
government ‘remains that recently 
stated to parliament—that the govy- 
ernment will facilitate the work of the 
commission as long and insofar as the 
work is carried on under adequate 
neutral supervision completely inde- 
pendent of German control, and in 
[compliance with conditions laid down 
ifrom time to time by his majesty’s 
| government. 

(Signed) “E. GREY.” 

The memorandum referred to by Sir 
| Edward Grey is in part as follows: 

“It is understood that there is a 
Strong feeling among the Belgians 
that the industria} distress of Belgium 
| is to be attributed solely to the action 
'of the allied governménts in prevent- 
ling imports, and it often contended 
| that this action does not appreciably 
‘harm Germany, while it involves a 
|; most painful loss to the people of our 
ally.” ~ 
| Tire memorandum then explains 
ithar the British government cannot 
‘agree that, Belgian industry can be 
|maintained in the present circum- 
/ stances without a very considerable 
| benefit to Great Britain’s enemies and 
| without involving a postponement of 
| Belgian independence. 
But the government, it says, is fully 
jimapressed with the necessity of- sup- 
| porting the Belgian population. For, 
thig reason it has supported the com- 
| mission for relief in Belgium and _per- 
‘mitted export trade from Belgium un- 
'der certain conditions. Also for this 
|reason, the memo adds, the govern- 
|}ment some months ago asserted its 
willingness to consider proposals for 
the importation of raw materials into 
| Belgium through the agency and un- 
| der» the guarantees of the relief com- 
| mission, 
; “The undertakings demanded from 
the Germans in connection with this 
ischeme,” the memo continues, “wére 
simple. They were to permit the free 


“importation of raw materials and the 


export of manufactured goods made 
| from such materials through the re- 
lief commission. They were to respect 
land make free from all embargo or 
requisition any stocks of similar raw 
materials or manufactured goods stilt 
; remaining in the country. They were, 
in general, to treat any factory thus 
supplied by the commission as enjoy- 
ing the same privileges and imfhunity 
as one of the commissions ware- 
houses.” 

The plan was submitted to the Ger- 
man authorities at Brussels by the 
jrelief commission four months ago, 
| but although inquiries were made no 
|reply of any kind was received from 
|the Germans. 
The memo then accuses the Ger-
